Clinton, II., July 16.—[{Special.}—The third 
contest over the will of Col. Thomas Snell, 
the eccentric old man who died leaving an 
estate of $2,000,000 and cutting his only son 
off with an annuity of $50, was ended today 
when à jury decided that Col. Snell was in- 
Sane at the time he made the will. 

This decision seta aside the bequest of ge- 
eral thousand dollars to Mabelle Snell Mo- 
Namera, the aged colonel's affinity. 

The jury was out a little more than an hour 
and took but one ballot, which resulted eleven 
to due for the contesting son, Richard Snell. 
The dissenting juror changed his vote with- 
out the formality of a second ballot. 

The first trial of the contest resulted in a 
verdict that Col. Snell was ingane, but a 
higher court set aside the verdict and re 
manded the case for another trial. 


Heirs Allowed $5,000 a Year. 
If the will had stood the legal heirs would 
have received, all told, anuuities aggregat~- 


ing $5,000, and not exceeding $1,000 in any 


single case, while the residue of the fortune 
would have been held in a weird trust agree- 
ment for heirs yet unborn. 

On the date set for a final distribution, in 
the terme of the will, the estate would have 
grown probably to 100,000,000. 

Just before 6 o'clock this evening the in- 
structions were given to the jury. The pro- 
ponents had thirty and the contestants 
eleven. Two special interrogatives were given 
the jury, and on these being answered af- 
firmatively the contestants based their hopes.

Col. Snell had been a friend of the Hamii- 
ton family from Eelna’s babyhood, and she 
was a well grown girl when her parents no- 
ticed the change that had come over the oid 
man and his insane fondness for the adule- 
tion of women and young girls. 


Use Schoolgirl as “Bait” 

Mrs. Hamilton then made open love to him, 
apparently with the knowledge and approval 
of her husband. The latter would write 
friendly letters to the aged colonel] and on 
the backs of these missives his wife would 
write burning massages of love, urging him 
to visit them and promising that she and 
Eelna would “show him a good time.“

“White Elephant” in Library. 

Not long ago a set of Napoleon’s life was 
doctored up and sold to a woman for $12,000 
on the argument that the mayor and other 
town officials wanted it for the public library 
but could not afford to pay the price, She 
bought. the books and put them in her home. 
When she died she left them to the Hbrary. 
They are tucked away in a glass case, a 
io elephant on the hands of the libra- 
rian.

WORK OF THE CONFEREES. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., July 16.—Better pro- 
gress was made by the tariff conferees dur- 
ing the forenoon session today than in any 
day since the conference was begun. The 
silk schedule in its entirety was adopted and 
the rate on scrap iron, which enters into the 
open hearth process of manufacturing steel, 
was fixed by compromising on I a ton. Asa 
result many changes in the rates of steel 
products, and particularly the reductions on 
structural steel, were adopted. 

The silk schedule is one of the more im- 
portant revisions of the existing law. It 
reduces duties on the cheaper grades of 
silk, but materially increases the rates on 

the high grades, which are classed as luxu- 
ries. The senate was victorious in the mat- 
ter of fixing this schedule. 

The Dingley rates on silk had been adopted 
by the house, but the schedule was wholly 
redrafted by the senate. Instead of the ad 
valorem rates in the Dingley law, the duties 
were reduced to specifics. The reductions on 
the cheaper grades of silk and velvet, spun 
silk in yarns or piece goods, amount to some- 
thing over 5 cents a-pound. On some of the 
extremely high priced chenilles, chiffons, vel- 
vets, and silks advances in ratés are made 
amounting in some cases to 5 and 10 per 
cent. The whole schedule on the basis of the 
importations of 1907 is slightly increased, as 
most of the lower priced goods are manufac- 
tured in the United States. 


Woolen Schedule Taken Up. 

The woolen schedule was taken up, and 
after a brief discussion, in which the house 
members made a determined effort to have 
the rate on woo] tops reduced, the whole sub- 
ject was referred to a subcommittee. The 
senate members are Messrs. Carter. Warren, 
and Smoot, who represent wool states, but 
are not members of the conference. The 
house members are Fordney of Michigan 
and McCall of Massachusetts. The subcom- 
mittee will endeavor to compromise so as to 
provide for downward revision so far as this 
can be done without injury to the wool 
growers,

Only Post He Would Accept. 

“I may say that, highly complimented as I 
would be by any opportunity to serve my 
country in an honorable capacity, I would not 
have accepted any other position in the gov- 
ernment. 

“ Indeed, I would have hesitated to accept 
this under different circumstances, but 
the fact that President Taft, in whom I have 
great confidence, ig personally familiar with 
the issues of the eastern question and that 
this knowledge probably will assure a pro- 


, makes me ine Witting 
to — a anger Beret which other- 
wise might seem to onerous. 

“ Secretary Knox's attitude toward China, 
‘as already indicated by his energy in promot - 
ing American interests there, also encour- 
ages me. 

“In my opinion China is the focus of the 
world’s greatest international problem. 1 
regard the interest of the United States in 
this problem as fundamental. 


America’s Interest Greatest. 

“I can think of no foreign nation in 
whose progress, prosperity, and security the 
United tSates has greater interest. 

“ While America’s policy in China must 
be founded, as President Taft said in his 
speech at Shanghai in 1907, upon a broad 
platform of real international equity and 
mutual self-respect, it will turn upon polit- 
ical issues. 

“Tits greater interest to Americans lies 
in. the commercial opportunity which trade 
with China presents: The great industrial 
expansion which China is just entering upon 
opens an immense field for American enter- 
prise, and our government should aid it in 
securing and maintaining a foothold there. 

“If, during my incumbency, I can contrib- 
ute to improving the relations of America 
and China and to cementing the community 
of interests which binds the two nations to 
gether I shall feel satisfied.” 

Mr. Crane will be the guest on Tuesday of 
several bankers who are interested in Amer- 
ican participation in big Chinese railway 
loans, a matter which interests Secretary 
Knox.

Travels Through China. 

Mr. Crane also apent much of his time in 
China. The interests of his company took 
him into almost every province and brought 
him into close contact with all classes, This 
experience and his ability to readAhe Chinese 
language were factors in‘ bringing him to 
the favorable notice of President Taft for 
the appointment of United States ambassa- 
dor to China. He is a connoisseur of old and 
rare books and paintings.

ROME, July 16.—Prof. R. V. Matteucci, di- 
rector of the royal observatory on Mount 
Vesuvius, who was famous for his @evotion 
to duty during eruptions of the volcano, died 
in the observatory-today. Frank A. Perret, 
assistant director of the observatory, an 
American, who predicted the Messina earth- 
quake, was Prof. Matteucci’s sole companion. 

Matteucci had been sitting on the Vesuvian 
lid for over thirteen years, and although at 
times cut and pounded by volcanic bombs, 
which once sent him into a hospital, showed 
no desire to quit. 

The observatory has stood for over sixty 
years, more or less, intact. It is about 2,000 
feet above the level of the Bay of Naples, on 
a little hill called San Salvatore at the foot 
of the great cone. 

This hill acts as a sort of lava breaker, 
turning aside the streams which pour from 
the crater, so that the observatory is free 
from peril except from bombardment by 
stones and other volcanic miesiles.

‘Assistant City Attorney Aaron R. Epp- 
stein, emulating City Attorney John R. Cav- 
erly, re ed mo personal property. Mr. 
Eppstein, who lives at 4330 Lake avenue, 
was assessed on $6000 personalty at 59 Clark 
street. President Meacham crossed the as- 
sessment off the list. 

A reduction from $22,000 to $9,064 in the 
personal property assessment against 
the Charles G. Lanquist estate was secured 
by Attorney E. R. Cox, who is a brother-in- 
law of President F. A. Vanderlip of the Na- 
tional City bank of New York. President 
Meacham affixed an assessment of $500 on 
the personal property of Attorney Cox at his 
residence, 271 Oakwood boulevard. 

R. D. Lomax, whose personal property as- 
sessment last year was $600 at his residence, 
58388 Washington boulevard, was raised by 
the assessors this year to $25,000. The prop- 
erty consists of real estate mortgages and 
the assessment was confirmed. 

An assessment of $250,000 against the Gen- 
eral Electric company, 434 Illinois street, 
was cut by Reviewer Fred W. Upham to 
$125,000. 


Replies to Faithorn Suit. 

John R. Thompson, county treasurer, filed 
an answer in the Superior court to a suit 
brought by John N. Faithorn, receiver of 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer company, 
denving the latter's contention that the legis- 
lative act of 1903 enlarging the territory of the 
sanitary district is illegal. Taxes amounting 
to $1,208.08 have been assessed against the 
ralroad property in the Sanitary district 
south of Eighty-seventh street. Mr. Thomp- 
son declares that Fairthorn is the only tax- 
payer who has taken exception to the assess- 
ment. He also points out that the proposed 
Calumet channel will benefit the territory 
assessed.

Circuit, Superior, Proébate, and Appel- 
late Jurists Practically Have Cleaned 
Up the Calendars.

Superior, Probate, and Appellate courts in 


Cook county after the business for the day is 
finished.

through rates from all pointe east of the IIll- 
nois-Indiana state line to be excessive and 
unlawful, and reductions ranging from 5 
and 6 cents per 100 Ibs on firet class traffic 


In another case of the Des Moines commit- 
tee against the Rock Island alone the com- 
mission orders the first class rate from Chi- 
cago to Des Moines reduced from 68 to 60 
cents, ‘The commission holds that the com- 
mittee has failed to establish its allegations 
that the local rates from Chicago are unduly 
discriminatory against Des Moines in favor 
of St. Paul and Minneapolis. The first 
class rate is condemned as too high in it- 
self, but no reductions are ordered on the 
lower classes. The new rate from Chicago 
is to take effect on ‘Sept. 1. 


New Scale Prescribed. 

The through rates to Des Moines are made 
up of a combination of the proportionals 
east of the Missouri river from ten rate 
groups, with such cities as New York, Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, and Detroit as centers, 
plus the proportional charged by the Rock 
Island from Rock Island, III., to Moines, 

The commission holds that this through 
rate is too high and that it is so because the 
Rock Island proportional when applied to 
through traffic originating in the east, is 
excessive. A new scale for these proportional 
rates is prescribed by the commission, to be 
applied only on through business, by which 
the Rock Island’s revenue on New York 
traffic is reduced from 42 to 37 cents first 
class, on Pittsburg business from 45% to 40 
and on Cincinnati freight from 47 to 41. 


Modifies Rate Rules. 

The Interstate Commerce commission has 
agreed to modify its rules relative to rates 
prescribed in informal reparation cases 80 
that the reduced rate thus ordered will not 
be required to be maintainedforayear. The 
railroads pointed out that this frequently 
caused embarrassment because of its effect 
on other rates dependent upon the commis- 
sion’s rate and the commission has formu- 
} lated revised rules whereby the rate so pre- 
scribed shall not be the absolute rate under 
certain circumstances, providing the general 
relation to other rates ordered {s maintained. 


Hill Passes Through City. 

James J. Hill passed up Chicago yester- 
day in returning to St. Paul after his fisfiing 
trip in Labrador. While in the east he vis- 
ited New York and called on President Taft 
at Washington, and had planned to spend 
the day in Chicago. Instead, he wired to the 
Burlington offices late Thursday night that 
he was too tired to stop here, and he remained 
in the city only long enough to change trains. 

George B. Harris, president of the Burling- 
ton, Who accompanied Mr. Hill on the fishing 
trip, preceded him into Chicago by one day. 
He was optimistic over the reports of crop 
conditions and business prospecta 


Denies Traffic Alliance. 


A report from New York that a new and 
comprehensive traffic alliance had been en- 
tered into by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway and the Wabash railroad 
whereby the two roads would interchange 
freight traffic at Des Moines, Ia., was de- 
nied by a vice president of the St. Paul road. 
He said that the St. Paul had interchanged 
traffic at that point, as well as at Chicago, 
for many years, and that no new agreement 
had been made. 

A meeting of the rate clerks of the west- 
ern roads has been called for Monday to 
revise the interstate fares betwen stations 
in Missourl and Iowa, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, and North and South Dakota, also to 
destinations in the northwest affected by 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul’s Pa- 
cific coast extension. 


Denies St. Paul-Wabash Pact. 

A report current in New York that a 
traffic agreement had been concluded be- 
tween the St. Pau! and Wabash rail: oads, 
whereby freight wae to be interchanged at 
Des Moines, Ia., was denied last night by 
Roswell Miller, chairman of the board of 
directors of the St. Paul. 

No agreement of any special significance 
has been entered into, so far as I know.“ he 
said. “ We have for forty years exchanged 
freight with the Wabash at Des Moin::s, 
but the relations between the two roads are 
no closer than usually exist between roads 
with terminals in the same city.” 


TAX! OWNER TAKES LATE RIDE;

Liekhoff Effects Surrender. 
Sen. Liakhoff, through whose negotiations 

with the Nationalists the surrender was ef- 
fected, was esconted this afternoon by 
mounted Bakhtiari rifiemen to the parlia- 
ment building and was greeted with loud 
applause by the people. He was informed 
that he might remain temporarily in com- 
mand of the Cossack brigade, provided he 
strictly obeyed the orders of the war minis- 
ter. This arrangement was communicated 
to the British and Russian legations. 

The shops and private houses occupied by 
the shah's soldiers have been plundered and 
the residence of the manager of the Indo- 
European Telegraph company has deen 
' looted, but no other homes of foreigners were 
' invaded. 

With the exception of desultory firing by 

a handful of loyal Bakhtiaris in a lane near 
the British legation, Teheran is quiet to- 
night. The townspeople are taking calmly 
the sudden change in rulers, while the Na- 
, tlonalists are resting after four days of in- 
cessant fighting in the streets of a strange 
town. 


Think Action Voluntary Abdication. 

Russian and British legation guards are 
stationed at the Russian summer legation, 
where the shah has sought safety, and the 
Cossacks have placed guns around the build- 
ing as a precaution against a possible attack 
by the nationalists, who have declared, how- 
ever, that they have no intention of taking a 
step which might cause serious complica- 
tions. 

They look upon the shah’s action in seek- 
ing the protection of a foreign legation as 
tantamount to voluntary abdication, in which 
case future difficulties might be avoided. 

The shah's decision to place himself under 
Russian protection. was by no means a sud- 
den one. He secured Russia's consent to 
receive him the day the nationalists entered 
Teheran, but made no move until the troops 
guarding his palace at Baghshah, near Te- 
heran, were forced to retreat to Sultanata- 
bad.

Mr. Gompers first care was to dissipate the 


vimisrepresentations made abroad concerning 


American trades unionism and himself per- 
sonally. He said: 

We have been pictured as ultra conserva- 
tive—too conservative to advance; in fact, re- 
actionary, if not worse.’ 

The speaker advised his hearers to keep 
unionism independent from political parties 
and to refrain from looking to the govern- 
ment to do things for them. He declared So- 
cialist organs attacked him strongly. 


Gompers Tells Life Story. 

Gompers said he had worked since he

BIG INTESTINE HOME OF GERM 


When Removed, Life Is Pro- 
longed, Says European Doctor. 


SHOULD BE CUT OUT. EARLY. 


Eggs Called Poison and Water Wagon 
Boosted by Savant. 


{BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, July 16.—As a result of investiga- 
tions at St. Mary's hospital, London. Dr. 
Distaso of Paris claims to verify the theory 
of Prof. Metchinkoff that old age can be 
warded off. 

It. will be recalled that Prof. Metchinkoff 8 
few years ago declared it to be his convic- 
tion that the large intestine was the breed- 
ing place of a majority of the harmful germs 
in the human body and that when this intes- 
tine is removéd a majority of the germs re- 
maining in the body are beneficial, with the 
result that life is prolonged. 


Ought to Be Removed Early. 

Dr. -Distaso’s investigations have been di- 
rected to comparing the germs found in 
normal individuals with those whose large 
intestine has been removed by an operation, 
and he has so satisfied himself by his studies 
of the truth of Prof. Metchinkoff's theory 
that he unhegitatingly says every child ought 
to have ita large Intestine and appendix re- 
moved when two or ‘three years old. 

He further affirms that almost every 
chronic disease can be traced to the action 
of these intestinal germs, among others, heart 
disease, arterial sclerosis, and most kinds of 
headaches. Everybody would get along bet- 
ter without the big intestine, but those who 
are not inclined to submit to its removal by 
operation ought, if they want to live long, eat 
little meat, once daily being plenty, with 
green vegetables, and only e at other 
meals. 


od tree and Tea Barred. 

Water should be drunk abundantly through- 
out the day, but no tea, coffee or spirits. al- 
though a little diluted wine could be allowed 
with meals. Eggs are a dangerous poison. 
They ‘decompose within the intestines ex- 
actly’ a& they do outside, and afford an ex- 
cellent breeding place for maleficent germs. 

Dr. Distaso is about to return to Paris, tak- 
ing with him two residents of London, each 
of whose large intestine has been removed, 
for further. e r at the Pasteur insti- 
tute.

FOOT THE BILLS. | 

The Democrats in the house of repre- 
sentatives. misrepresented their constitu- 
ents day before yesterday. They did it 
by talking and voting against an appro- 
priation of $25,000 to defray the travel- 
ing expenses of the president. Through 
mental perversity they fancied they were 
scoring a point in the game of politics, a 
game they do not play well. 

If they were to talk with the voters of 
their respective districts, both Democrats 
and Republicans, they would speedily find 
out two things. One is that the people, 
comparatively few of whom can go to 
the president, wish him to come to them. 
Nothing interests and excites an Ameri- 
can community north, south, east, or west 
more than an announcement that the 
president is to pay it a visit. Towns 
which are on his line of travel at once 
begin asking him to stop over so that they 
may see and perhaps hear him. If the 
contemplated two months trip of the 
president through the west were to be 
given up the people of that region would 
suffer acute disappointment. 

Another thing which the Democratic 
congressmen would find out would be that 
the people, without distinction of party, 
do not wish to make the president pay 
his traveling expenses, even if his salary 
is now $75,000 a year. They do not,wish 

places he visits to pay them. They 
wish the natfon to do it. It is not for his 
own amusement that he travels. It was 
not for recreation that he went to the 
international celebration to commemorate 
Champlain. His western tour and possi- 
ble meeting with the president of Mexico 
will not be made to serve party ends, but 
to aid him in the discharge of his presi- 
dential duties. : 

The Democrats in the house have at 
last found something they can agree on.

THE SHAH OF PERSIA. 

Mohammed Ali Mirza, king of kings 
otherwise shah of Persia—has, like Da- 
rius, “fallen from his high estate.” He 
has abandoned his palace and taken ref- 
uge in the Russian legation to escape the 
wrath of discontented subjects. Asia 
has learned something from America. 
Unpopular presidents in the West Indies 
and South America have sometimes found 
safety under the roof of a foreign min- 
ister. 

Presumably the so-called Nationalists, 
the men who wish to depose the shah, 
will respect the right of asylum. There 
are Russian troops not far from Teheran, 
and the forcible entry of the legation 
building in order to get possession of the 
shah would not go unpunished. And yet 
he may not be a desirable acquisition for 
Russia. The puzzle will be what to do 
with him— what use to make of him. 

The Persians do not want him as a 
ruler, for they cannot trust him. He 
swore fidelity to the constitution which 
his father gave them and then broke his 
oath. Few of them have any real knowl- 
eige of what a constitution is, but be- 
Weve that it has some mysterious value, 
and, theretore, object to losing it. A few 
weeks aga the. shah, acting on the advice 
of England and Russia, tried to pacify 
the malcontents by calling elections for 
a new national council, but it had no 
effect, for nobody trusted him. The 
fighting between his supporters and the 
Nationalists went on. 

Doubtless the shah's race is ru. 
There will be no serious attempt to re-

The suggestion that the committee come 
here is not without guile and a color of 
selfishness. As the time approaches for 
the Illinois legislature to assemble for its 
fourth endeavor to make a primary law 
stick, we should be greatly pleased to 
have our foremost statesmen and our 
foremost citizens give their frank opin- 
fons on the swbject. Many of them 
would be illuminating and all would ba 
interesting. To oblige the New York 
statesmen they might part with them. 
Otherwise they may be lost. 

Mr. McCarren already has seized on 
one important thought relative to the di- 
rect nomination system, one which he ex- 
presses thus: “There is no question 
about it. Direct nominations minimize 
independent candidacies and maximize 
party candidacies.” 

It is a shrewd conclusion, and Sena- 
tor McCarren can be helped to others if 
he will come west. He and his associ- 
ates ‘will be able to pack home a fund of 
information which will contain about 
everything there is to know on the sub- 
ject of the direct nomination of candi- 
dates for office.

HILE opinions differ in the dual em- 
pire as to the value of the political 
services of old Baron Fejervary as 
a statesman and as cabinet minis- 
‘ter and premier of the kingdom of 
Hungary at various times, there is only one 
voice in praise of his record as a soldier. 

Just half a hundred years have elapsed 
since, as a young captain on the general 
staff, he won the Order of Maria 
which he is today the only remaining Aus- 
trian knight, the sole member of the chapter, 
He earned it on the battlefield of Solferino, 
and in remembrance thereof Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph singled him out the other day for 
the most exceptional and signal honors on 
the anniversary of that battle. 

He invited the old general to be his guest at 
the Hofburg at Vienna, where apartments 
usually reserved for foreign rulers were 
placed at his disposal. At noon he was re- 
ceived alone in audience by the aged mon- 
arch, who bestowed upon him anew the 
Cross of Marla Therese, but this time ne 
with brilliants, and in the evening the 
peror gave @ grand banquet at which all 
the princes of the imperial house and the 
commanding generals and dignitaries of the 
army and navy were present. 

At the close the emperor, after a speech in 
which he extolled the heroism displayed by 
Fejervary at Solferino, and the services 
which. he had rendered since as a soldier and 
as a statesman, called upon all present to 
drink to the health of the gallant old veteran. 
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Baron Fejervary Who ia nearly 80 years 
old, but still straight as a dart, is a typical 
old soldier. He is wonderfully good tempered 
and genial, possessed of a ready wit, and only 
loses his equanimity when he thinke that any 
one is impugning in the slightest degree his 
word and his honor as a soldier, This has 
made his terms of office as cabinet minister 
and as premier extremely eventful. 

Indeed, his wholly pardonable touchiness 
on this score has involved him in several 
duels with members of the Hungarian par- 
lament, the most notable of which was 
fought after he had attained the age of 70 
with the deputy, Ugron, at Budapest, in the 
cavalry barracks. Before the general had 
put his adversary: hors de combat much 
blood had been shed, the duel having t 
place with cavalry sabers. Just before the 
duel he sent his resignation as minister of 
war to the emperor, since dueling ip, strictly 
speaking, contrary to the law of the land. 
But the sovereign insisted on his resuming 
his portfolio immediately afterward. . 

The Cross of Maria Therese, which he is 
now alone in the Austrian army to wear, is 
only bestowed for the performance of some 
feat of conspicuous gallantry over and above 
ones ordinary duty. In most of the cases it 
has been conferred for feate of daring whith 
in the event of failure would have entailed 
court martial, and possibly sentence of death 
for disobedience, and which have only won 
commendation because they happened to be 
successful. 

Thus at the battle of Solferino, young 
Fejervary, a mere captain of the general 
staff at the time, took upon himself early in 
the day the command of several brigades on 
the heights of San Martino, the generals at 
the head of the brigades assuming that the 
directions and instructions which he im- 
parted to them were either from the emperor 
or from the generalissſmo, Benedek. F'ejer- 
vary had devoted the two previous days to 
reconnoitering the ground and to investigat- 
ing the positions of the enemy. 

The main body of the Austrian army suf- 
fered defeat, but the extreme right wing of 
the army on the heights of San Martino, was 
victorious throughout the day, thanks to 
Fejervary, and, although Austria was com- 
pelled to sue for peace on the following day. 
and Soélferino has passed down in history asa 
defeat of the Austrians, yet the splendid 
showing of the right wing of their army 
always remains as a@sibver lining to the cloud. 

It was only when the day was over and both 
the emperor and Generalissimo Benedek con- 
gratulated the young captain for his re- 
sourcefulness and his courage that the gen- 
erals who had commanded the brigades on 
the heights of San Martino discovered that 
Fejervary, whose orders they had been obey- 
ing throughout the day, had been acting on 
his own initiative instead of in behalf of 
Benedek himself or of the sovereign. Of 
course, if the right wing had not made so 
fine a showing, and had it met with thesame 
disaster that overtook the remainder of the 
Austrian army, he probably would have been 
court martialed and shot. As it was, he re- 
ceived thé order of Maria Therese, along with 
promotion to the rank of colonel, an annuity, 
and ennoblement, with the title of baron. 
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The empress Maria Therese founded the 
order at the end of June, in 1757, in honor of 
the victory of Kolin over Frederick the Great, 
and its first knight was her successful field 
marshal, Count Daun. She endowed it with 
a capital of $1,000,000, which since then has 
increased tenfold, and its revenues are 80 
great as to admit of a large annuity being 
paid to ite only surviving Austrian knight, 
who is likewise its chancellor. 

The only two other possessors of the order 
received it as foreigners. One of them is the 
duke of Cumberland and of Brunswick, who 
received it for his gallantry at the battle of 
Langenzalza, on which occasion the duke’s 
father, the blind king of Hanover, sacrificed 
his throne for the sake of Austria, the cause 
of which he had espoused against Prussia in 
1866. The other foreign knight is Prince Al- 
phonse of Bourbon, count of Caserta, claim- 
ant to the throne of Naples, younger son of 
Ferdinand II. of the Two Sicilies, and who 
owes his cross to the part which he played in 
the splendid defense of Gaeta, the last strong- 
hold of the Bourbons when their dominions 
were incorporated into the kingdom of Italy 
in 1862. 

The sovereign is, ex-officio, the grand mas- 
ter of the order. But, except in this instance, 
mere luster of birth, political influence, and 
loftiness of rank in the service of the crown 
count for nothing. The award of the cross 
is determined by means of ballot on the part 
of the chapter. Since 1815 only. fifty-six 
knights have been admitted, and old Arch- 
duke Albert, who died several years ago, was 
its last grand cross. Many of the knights of 
the order have been noncommissioned offi- 
cers, nay, even privates, when they. Avon the 
distinction. and no matter how plebelan their 
origin, they were all ennobled, and all re- 
ceived commissions in the army. 

Bach one of them was treated to the same 
picturesque and imposing military obsequies 
on his death, a feature of the ceremony being 
the appearance in front of the hearse of a 
knight mounted on a large black charger, ar- 
rayed from head to foot in a suit of medieval 
armor. His visor is lowered over hie face, the 
pennon of his lance, his shield, and his mace 
are shrouded with crape, and the somber 
character of his aspect is enhanced by the 
fact that his own armor and that of hig 
charger was almost black. exquisitely damas- 
cened with gold. 

This ironclad warrior only appears upon 
the scene at the funerals of the members of 
the Order of St. Maria Therese. When he‘ 
next rides through the etreets of Vienna the 
people will know that the last of their heroes 
has gone to his eternal ——

Uneven Shoulders

Mary Baker G. Eddy, the leader of the Chris-

LOCAL CATHOLIC FORESTERS

Massmeeting Decides Present Constitu- 
tion Gives Autocratic Powers to Of- 
ficers, and Change Will Be Demanded. 


Considerable feeling toward the adminis- 
tration of the organization was exhibited 
last night at a mass meeting of the Catholic 
Order of Foresters of Chicafo, held at Haney 
hall, Forty-elghth and Halsted streets.

Therefore without this consent no 
amendment, etc., no matter how  desir- 
able it may be to nine-tenths of the mem- 
bers, can even be considered, much leas voted 
upon. 

It is proposed to change this rule so that 
an amendment can be made by popular vote 
instead of leaving everything to the mercies 
of a small committee.

Harry Steinfeldt 
was unfortunate enough to discover two wet 
spots on the ball in the ninth inning, and each 
s pot meant one error. The errors gave the 
Doves their lone tally and also gave Roy 
Thomas a chance to make a safe hit, the sec- 
ond and last one off Kroh. The first one went 
to the credit of Bill Dahlen and occurred in 
the first round, so it will be seen that Kroh 
kept them well scattered, there being seven 
innings between hits. 


Ferguson Some Shucks. 


Opposed to Floyd was George Cecil Fergu- 
son of Terre Haute, Ind. George was good 
after the first Cub round, almost as good.as Kroh 
and it was not his fault that the champions tallied 
thrice In the eighth. However, Boston must have 
its daily biowup and most of the people were sur- 
prised it didn’t come long before it did.

going. 
Rain Stops Play. 


No one thought the full game ever could be 
played. Big storm clouds chased themselves back 
and forth over the field from 3 o’clock on, and the 
burst was expected every moment. The Cubs were 
anxious to get five Innings completed after they 
had scored their run. They managed this all right. 
but the rain held back until Boston’s part of the 
sixth.
